STAND OVER UNTIL 
NEXT WEDNESDAY 


Justice Globensky on Return to 
Montreal Explains Present 
Legal Situation 


21,—Justice Glob- 
ensky arrived in Montreal — tonight 
from Sherbrooke, where habeas cor- 
pus proceedings in the case of Harry 
K. Thaw are pending before him. His 
honor has a residence in Montreal 
and comes to the city for every week- 
end during the summer. 

Referring to the Thaw case, Mr. 
Globensky cleared up a number of 
points in conenction with the deten- 
tion of the alleged paranoiac. ‘‘As the 
case now stands before me,” the jus- 
tice said, “it has nothing to do with 
extradition or deportation  proceed- 
ings. All that I have to decide is 
whether the warrant of commitment 
on which Harry K. Thaw is confined 
to jail was legally issued or not, This 
warrant was signed by Justice of the 
Peace Dupuis of Coaticook, and the 
charge against Thaw is that he iileg- 
ally escaped from Mattewan asylum, 

“The writ of habeas corpus was is- 
sued yesterday afternoon, It was to 
have been served to the jailer instan- 
ter in which case Thaw would have 
been produced in court before me this 
morning, and the merits of ihe case 
would have been argued. I would 
then have had to decide whether the 
writ should be maintained and Thaw 
set free or as a prisoner, returned to 
jail. The writ, however, was not 
served on the jailer by the defense. 

“When I left Sherbrooke this aiter- 
noon I understood it would be served 
tonight. 1 will sit in Sherbrooke in 
the ordinary course of events on Wed- 
nesday next and if the writ has been 
served by then, Thaw will be brought 
before me and the case argued. Un- 
til mext Wednesday therefore there 
will be no further action in the Thaw
